How Insidiously the "Castro Infection" a(- 
JUcts Latin America can be seen In the vio- 
lent lellUt rioting against the Bovernmcnt 
ol Venezuelan President Romulo Betancourt. 

He leads a moderate BoclalLst coalition. 
He has used his two years In power In an 
effort tofiprend Venezuela's wealth, rounded 
on oil, more evenly. He Is far removed from 
the dictator, Jimenez, who preceded him. 

Why, then, should rloLs be touched off 
against Betancourt? 

The an-TO-er Is notTiard to find. The very 
eamestncs.1 with which ho seems to bo at- 
tacking the social and economic problems 
of his country makes' him a far greater 
threat than a dlelator would be to the am- 
bitions of Communists In Latin America. 

When democratic governments succeed, 
communism shrivels iip. To the extent that 
Betancourt la making good, he la depriving 
Red agitators, operatlnR principally now In 
the name of Cuba's Fidel Castro, of the stuff 
on which they feed. 

What wo see at work In Venezuela la really 
an old pattern transplanted to a. new 
tlnent. For decades Communists In Europe 
have seen as their worst enemies not the 
obvlQualy evil dictators but the successful 
democratic leaders, bo they socialist or 
Bomcthlng else. 

Communism In Latin America la at come- 
thing of a turning point. Among the troubled 
Latin lands are many soft spots, seemingly 
ripe for Red action. But It Is damaging to 
tho Communist cause to have before the 
Latin peoples an example or democracy 
working well. 

The plain necessity, therefore, la for the 
Reds to besmirch, discredit or even destroy 
Betancourt'p government. If this Is possible. 

Many of the Latin countries have been re- 
luctant to move or speak against Castro be- 
cause they revere the Idea of tho democratic 
revolution ho professes to represent. The 
Bgltatlon In Caracas, done In his name 
against a true democrat, ought to give them 
fresh cause to wonder, 

Tho revolution Castro represents Is a 
degree turn back to tyranny. The dress, the 
weapons and the techniques are new, but 
tho purposes aro old. If they were not old- 
and evil— there would bo no need to try to 
disturb the even course of tho we!l-lntend' 
ed, reasonably succcssfuly democratic gov- 
eminent of Venezuela. 



CHRISTMAS STRAIN 

We like to think of Christmastime as the 
most delightful season of the year — and in 
many ways, of course, it Is, But for millions 
of Americans that joy is marred by fatigue; 
the good will toward men somehow dissolves 
Into bad temper toward men, women and 
children; and tho peace on earth l3 shat' 
tered by the nerve-racking frenzy of the 
Christmas rush. 

That Is the way Vanco Packartl. well 
known social critic, sums It up In the De- 
cember Issue of Hedbook magazine. Though 
Christmas Is still our most glorious holiday, 
he says, it Is also- for an Increasing number 
of people, a nuisance, a burden, an almost 
Intolerable strain. 

To support his contentions. Packard of- 
fers these additional observations: 

"A west coast psychiatrist has written a 
paper on the Christmas neurosis. (Dcpres- 
Blons are frequently associated with Clirlst- 
jnas, he found.) A publication of the Ameri- 
can Medical association has discussed' at 
'length the problem of coping with "Chrlst- 
■moa tensions.' A spokesman for the National 
Association of Mental Health says that the 
'Christmas blues' are a well -recognized phe- 
nomenon, 

"Tho impact of Christmas -gen crated ten- 
sions, quarrels and depressions can bo seen 
In such grim tabulations as the homicide 
Tojfi and tho accident toll. More people are 
Killed ta auto accidents on Christmas day 
than on any other major holiday, even in- 
cluding New Year's eve. 
Finally, on a somewhat less depressing 

; level, it might be noted that foot doctors 
" render more than one million dollars' worth 

^of treatments to Christmas shoppers and 

V sales people Airing Christmas."

Dutch doctor, Eugene Dubois, had a hunch, 
Java might be the place to hunt for the original 
man, (or that land had once been connected 
to the Asiatic mainland and had escaped the 
Ice aGcs.

The Java ri.in was eventually redeemed by 
discovcrv of a related type near Pekinn, China. 
From 1929 until 'World War H, an intemaliansl 
ieri out excavations. Tracicilly, rx- 
copt for phisler casts, all the remains ot this 
vastly Import :int Sinanlfiropus 
China Man of Poking— were lost durinj; the 
evacuation after Pearl Harbor. 

-One o( the strangest mysteries in the whnic 
story of man concerns giants. In 1B35, a young 
paleontologist, G. H. lU von Koenigswald, pur- 
chased three Rigantic humanlike teclh in a 
Chinese drug store in Hong Kong, (The Cliii 
had usoii powdered fossil bones as medicine 
for generations.) Hesitantly, he coined the 
Cfoanfopitlicciis — giant npc.
